Last Good-By,

Frederick A. Siebold Jr. is back in 
the news for the last time. He killed 
himself yesterday on his wedding anni- 
versary with a’ shotgun. His body 
was found in room 1702 of the Fort 
Dearborn hotel last night. 

Siebold back.in 1923 was head of the 
Garden Construction company. He 
was building a h@tel at Cottage Grove 
avenue and 64th street upoh which s.) 
W. Straus & Co. had made him a loan. 
Instead of turning over to his sub- 
contractors the installment of $80,000 
he received from the bankers, he gave 
checks which were worthless and 


Discouraged at Outlook. 

He -came hack, however, and man- 
aged to pay. most, if not all, his obli- 
gations by selling some of his per- 
sonal holdings. But asa business man 
he was through, as he was soon to dis- 
cover. He didn’t go to jail; but he 
quickly discovered that no one cared 
to do business with him. 

Police learned Siebold had made 
more than a dozen threats to his wife 
and friends to kill himself. He regis- 
tered at the hotel yesterday morning 
and at 8:30 o’clock in the evening tele- 
phoned his wife. 

“ Listeng’ he is reported to have said, 
“I am going to kill myself,” and a 
second later the wire carried the re- 
port of a shotgun. 


“YT have been expecting it for a 


home, 4842 North Talman avenue. “He 
has been despondent for several weeks. 
Yesterday I got a letter from him in 
which he said, ‘I think I am losing 
my mind, and I am going to kill my- 
self,’ ”’ 

“Dearest Sweetheart,” the letter to 
his wife began, “today is the day of 
our lives, our day, the day on which 
we changed our lives, to take each 
other for better or worse until death 
do us part. 

‘“I suppose you thought I would for- 
get the day, but I cannot forget. I 
have tried to live away from you, but 
it is no use. I never can forget that 
you are mine now as ever will be from 
the day we'met until eternity, and al- 
though we cannot get along, I do not 
know why, I still love you and you are 
the only woman I have ever really 
loved. 

His Heart Broken. _ 

“ But my heart is broken after the 
past weeks, and especially after our 
last quarrel you would not even wait 
until Monday, so I have decided to free 
you the same day I married you, as I 
cannot stand it any longer.”’

Fire Marshal Edward J. Buckley is 
dead. The end of his thirty-seven 
years of service to the city came un- 
expectedly at 11:55 o'clock last night. 
His physicians were confident that the 
veteran was on the road to recovery, 
but he suffered a sudden relapse. 

He was dead ten minutes before 
members of his family and a priest 
could reach his cot in the Grant hos- | 
pital. Fire Commissioner John Con- | 
nery and Assistant Marshal Jerry Mc- | 
Auliffe were with him when he died. 

The chief’s death was attributed to) 
ulcers of the stomach, a condition | 
which was aggravated by smoke he! 
inhaled last Friday night in directing 
the fight on the fire at St. Francis de’! 
Sales Roman Catholic church, 102d! 
street and Avenue J. He knew at the | 
time he was a sick man, but the pro- | 
tests of his physicians and his family 
did not avail to keep him at home 
when the 4-11 alarm was sounded. 

Hero at Iroquois Disaster. 

, Marshal Buckley proved his courage 
and skill at the Iroquois theater dis- 
aster when his company was the first 
on the scene, and again in the stock- 
yards fire of 1910 when Fire Chief Jim 
Horan died a hero. There were tears 
in the eyes of many of Buckley’s com- 
rades last night when a moment after 
his death the news of his passing was 
flashed to every station in the city. 

They remembered how he had 
grasped the situation in a moment 
upon his arrival at the Iroquoise, whigh 
stood where the new Masonic temple 
is being erected; how he led his men 
into the furnace and rescued dozens. 

Again at the stockyards fire, when 
Marshal Horan, Assistant Marshal Bur- 
roughs, and twenty of their men had 
been Killed under a falling wall, Buck- 
ley showed rare courage and leader- 
ship. He assumed direction at once of 


of rescue. 
Comes Up from Ranks. 

The chief rose to the leadership of 
the department from the lowest rank, 
He became a probationary fireman on 
May 22, 1888. After two months he 
became a regular member of the de- 
partment. He served for two years 
with engine companf 14 until he was 
promoted to a lieutenancy. 

As lieutenant he served in half a 
dozen companies, and upon his promo- 
tion to a captaincy in 1896 was given 
command first of engine company 28 
at Archer avenue and Deering street 
and later of the fire tug Graeme Stew- 
art and engine company 21, composed 
of cplored men. His last service as a 
captain was with engine company 32 
at Washington street and Michigan 
avenue, and it was from this station 
that he raced to the Iroquois theater. 


Becomes Battalion Chief. 

In March, 1904, he was promoted to 
chief of the First battalion, a position 
he held until the d@aths of his su- 
periors in the stockyards fire. He 
automatically rose to the position of 
fourth assistant marshal and when the 
examination to fill vacancies was held 
he passed at the head of the eligibility 
list. This made him third assistant in 
April, 1911. 

After the death of Marshal Charles 
Seyferlich, Buckley became second 
assistant and on May 30, 1915, he was 
made first assistant, succeeding Mar- 


the. fight on the fire and of the work} 


shal P. J. Donahue, who had died in 
service. 
Made Chief by Dever. 

One of Mayor Dever’s first acts upon 
assuming office was to give command 
of the fire department to its late leader. 

In all_his years of service Marshal 
Buckley had never lost a day because 
of illness and never had been injured 
except for a few cuts, black eyes, and 
brilises. He never had been called be 
fore the trial board. He was a man 
of powerful physique, fearless, shrewd, 
and a born leader. 

Chief Buckley is survived by his 
widow and two sons, Daniel, 17 years 
old, and Thomas, 10. He had lived for’ 
many years at 46 East Oak street. 

The funeral arrangements have not 
yet been made. It was stated last 
night that the body would lie in state, 
probably in the city council chamber, 
and that services would be held in the 
Holy Name cathedral, but these ar- 
rangements were tentative. Father 
James Morrison of the cathedral par- 
ish, who was summoned to give the 
chief the last sacrament; it was under- 
stood, would officiate at the funeral.

CHILD LABOR 
LAW BEATEN BY 
LEGISLATURES 


5 Mere Against It; 


Had to Carry 36. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—(Spe- 


| cial.J—The child labor amendment to 


the federal constitution apparently 


has been defeated, for the present at 


least. 

The legislatures of five states today 
took unfavorable action on the amend- 
ment which would give the federal 
government power to forbid employ- 
ment of any one under 18 years old 
in factory, store, or on the fart. any- 
where in the United States. 

This made twelve state legislatures 
in which the amendment had been 
beaten in both or one of the houses. 
A thirteenth state legislature voted 


postponement of action, an equivalent 


of defeat. 
Defeat Not Conceded. 

To be enacted, the amendment had 
to be ratified by three-fourths of the 
forty-eight states. Thus thirteen nega- 
tive votes meant defeat. Advocates 
of the amendment will not consider 
themselves defeated, as, according to 
all precedent, constitutional amend- 
ments are pending until ratified, the : 
prohibition amendment béing the only . 
one ever passed with a time limit for 
ratification. ’ 

An adverse vote may be reversed by 
the same or-succeeding legislatures, 
while an affirmative vote stands and 
may not be reversed. 


No.further action will be taken at this. 
session. . 

Kansas—The senate by a vote of 30 
to 9 adopted the house resolution re- 
jecting the amendment. -The house 
had voted 121 to 21 against the amend- 
ment, 

North Dakota—The senate voted 
against ratification, 32 to 17. It pre 
viously had been rejected at a state: 
wide referendum. ¢ 

Washington—A resdlution rejecting 
the amendment was passed by the 
senate, 27 to 15. Later the senate 
voted, 33 to 9, to refer the amendment - 
to e people next year. Te house 
will ‘act on this later resolution this 
week. 

Oklahoma—tThe senate rejected rat- 
ification, 24 to 19. The house already 
had rejected it. | 

Adopted by Only Two. 

The amendment already had been 
rejected definitély by Georgia, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina. It had 
been defeated in one house of the leg- 
islatures in Louisiana, “Texas, Dela- 
ware and South Dakota. Wyoming's 
legislature had voted to postpone ac- 
tion indefingtely. 

In Massachusetts the amendment 
was defeated in a referendum to the 
people, but the legislature has not 
acted. 

Favorable action has been taken by 
the legislatures of Arkansas and Call- 
fornia.

For an ployment certificate, a 
child in [iin#is must be able to read 
and write English, must have done 
school work equivalent to the first siz 
vears in public school, must be over 
14, and must pass a medical examina- 
‘ion that declares him fit for the pro- 
posed work. 

Illinois is one of thirteen states which 
meet the standards set up by the two 
federal laws of 1916 and 1919, which 
were declared unconstitutional. It is 
surpassed in effectiveness by few and 
surpasses many. Even the child labor 
adherents, though they would make it 
still broader, admit that it is on the 
whole a fairly comprehensive picce of 
legislation.

The native 
fastens himself in, ties a skin around 
his waist to make the kyak waterproof, 
and then the boat seems to become 
apart of him. The Eskimo can roll 
gpside down and go through all sorts 
of evolutions in the water that are ut- 
terly impossible in any other craft that 
Ihave ever seen.

srounded on the shores of a new land 
in the far north. 

“They had sailed away from Nor- 
way to get away from King Harold 
Fairhair. ._All of them were picked 
men, and, together with their wives 
and children, they formed a colony of 
more than 60,000 hardy Norsemen, and 
were the ancestors of the modern Ice- 
landers. Thejr sheep and cattle flour- 
ished, they raised hay, and their boats 
carried on a trade with Norway, Den- 
mark, and the British isles. 

“They even developed a lterature 
of singular beauty and richness, which 
antedated the literature of France, Ger- 
many, and England. It is through 
this literature, which includes a vast 
quantity of authentic \history, that we 
learn how one of the Norse settlers 
in Iceland was driven across to Green- 
land in a storm. He and his men sur- 
vived the winter and got back home 
the following spring when the ‘ice 
broke up. That was about the year 
A. D. 876. But it was not until a hun- 
dred years later that Erik the Rei 
really explored this unknown land 
where the settler Gunnbjérn had win- 
tered. Erik, for whom I am named, 
spent three years sailing in and out of 
the fjords along the Greenland coast, 
and even decided to establish a colony 
near the southern end of the island, at 
the head of a great fjord, where he 
discovered a fertile plain. - 


. Norse Hardy Explorers. 
“Tt was this Norse explorer who

Leif Erikson was one 
of the most picturesque vikings of his 
day and one of the few whom Roman 
missionary priests in Norway had con- 
verted from the boisterous wassail of 
Valhalla to Christianity. 

“ After taking a few priests to Green- 
land, he sailed south to see if 
Bjarni’s yarns were true. It was on 
this voyage and on two subsequent 
ones undertaken by his brothers that 
the country which Leif called Vinland 
was partially explored. Some think he 
got as far south as Boston. Several 
other expeditions followed and many 
points along the coast of Labrador, 
Newfoundland, and Nova Scotia were 
visited. .

DAUGHERTY SAYS 


Judge Won't Let Him Say 
Much at Means Trial. 


(Pictare on back page.) 

New York, Jan. 27.— [Special.]— 
Harry M. Daugherty, who resigned as 
attorney general at the request of 
President Coolidge during a senate in- 


vestigation of his office, testified today 
that none of the three men on trial 
before a jury and Federal Judge Lind- 
ley—Gaston Means, Thomas By Felder, 
or ElmerJarnecke—on charges of con- | 
spiring to bribe high government offi- | 
cials, had ever approached him in be- 
half of the Glass Casket case. | 
This was about the extent of Mr. | 
Daugherty’s testimony, as sustained 
objections prevented his answering 
most of the queries shot at him by 
counsel. The court, itself, denied his 
request to be allowed to “tell the 
truth about some matters at Wasb- 
ington on account of the recent up- 
 jneaval there in which some were hell- 
bound and others spellbound. 
Never Heard Word Against Felder. 


Mr. Daugherty said he had known 
Felder for perhaps a little longer than 
fifteen years and that he had neve! 
‘ beard anything.against him until, this 
case came up. 

“During the last three or four years 
I could not testify to the reputation 
of any man, especially if he held * 
high public position,” he said. “ Th« 
higher and more efficient he is, th: 
more he is subjected to attack. Unti' 
thie case came up I am quite sure ! 
never heard any reflection on his rep 
utation.” 6

NOW IT CAN BE TOLD. 
The Chicago Civic opera has finished a season 
of eleven and a half weeks. The management 
reports a deficit of $400,000 for this period. The 


‘business is over until the tail end of this year. 


What we’ say about it cannot hurt the season just 
past and it is as far from another seasop as can 
be. Now or never is the chance to get something 
off our chest. 

Grand opera was supposed to be GRAND opera. 
There was comic opera and light opera, but grand 
opera was the opera of kings, subsidized by state. 
it meant Napoleon III., not much of an emperor, 
but good while be lasted. It meant the mad king 
of Bavaria: It meant La Scala. The king might 
like the music or he might like the sopranos. The 
thing was in the purple. 

Here in Chicago the grand days of grand opera 
were back in the years when the New York com- 
pany came out for a month with Pol Plancon, the 
De Reszkes, Melba, Eames, and the rest of the old 
galaxy. Four weeks was enough. It was a crowded 


month, but the shopworn citizen could stand it. ). 


The wives bought their new wraps. They came 
in from the neighboring towns and bought them. 
Business was good along the street and at the box 
office. : 

Some feeling that this arrangement put Chicago 
in the sticks and culturally in the custody of New 
York prevailed, and we got our own grand opera. 
Some prominent citizens backed it with their coin 
and took their losses. Opera, as is, requires a sub- 
sidy, whether it gets it from mad citizens or mad 
kings. ‘ 

One management succeeded another and each one 
had the idea that the way to make opera grander 
was to make it longer. The citizen who takes his 
culture from his wife found himself getting into 
the harness two or. three times a week. The oak 
leaves were just falling when he began and when 
he was released it was about time to look for 


_ hepatica. He wore out two sets of harness and a 


new pair of chains. 

This year Mr, Samuel Insull prolonged the period 
to eleven and a half. Suffering Rotarians, nearly 
three months! Mr. Insull is a wizard. He knows 
how to do it better with gas. Some of the chain 
bearers may have wished at times he would. Mr. 
Insull was conscious of the moral urge in this com- 
munity, He attached the idea of duty to opera- 
going by making it Chicago Civic opera. Not grand 
opera, but a civic duty. Vote before you go to 
work. This ward needs a better alderman. Nearly 
three months of municipal voters’ leaguing down 
at the Auditorium. 

It wasn’t civic and it wasn't grand. If our Mr. 
Moore in his accounts of what was given at the 
Avditorium had felt at liberty to speak his piece 
as Mr. Donaghey does of the stage and as Mase 
Tinée does of the movies, he would have said that 
most of it was mediocre and some of it worse than 
that. You can’t speak your mind about opera. 
This is the first time it has been done and it may 
be the last. You can’t even whisper around about 
it. If it is awful the critic must find an aria to 
praise. If it is mediocre he must say it was good 
and if it happens to be good it must be superlative. 

That’s duty and to neglect it is to commit a civic 
offenge and be carried off on a flood tide of wrath 
from cultural uplifters, friends of opera, city boost- 
ers, music loving aliens, display loving wives, and 
all the milliners, jewelers, modistes, etc. We'll see 
what we get from this bit of plain speaking which 
we have not dared to attempt before. 

Three months of opera knocks the stage silly. 
When this season opened Noy. 5 Jane Cowl was 
giving “ Romeo and Juliet” at the Garrick. Any 
performance of her Juliet made a bum out of any 
performance of opera, but she was chased out of 
the Garrick into a smaller theater, starved out and 
into another play by lack of attendance. There 
was no civic stuff back of “ Romeo and Julfet.” 

With an endowment a quarter the size of the 
opera deficit Chicago could have the finest stage 
company in the country, with Mrs. Fiske and every 
actress and actor of note thyrépertoire and with 


A citizen can’t go to the theater if his wife has 
him at the end of a chain at opera two or three 
times a week.

THE CHILD LABOR 
AMENDMENT. 


The child labor amendment to the federal consti- 
tution is before the various state legislatures now 
in session, including the Ilhnois assembly. THE 
Trisune was for this amendment when it was 
proposed in congress. There has been vacillation 
and uncertainty in this office. A mistake in prin- 
ciple was obvious from the start. Sympathy for 
the thing sought prevailed over principle in the 
first decision, and although the sympathy remains 
as active as ever further consideration has gone 
to the side of principle. 

A prohibitionist could argue just as well for the 
eighteenth amendment as we can argue for the 
child labor amendment. We can’t be right on both 
sides of the question. The principle is right. It is 
not the province of the federal constitution or of 
the federal government to interfere with the life 
of Americans in this fashion. We get out of a 
position untenable for us. We are against the child 
labor amendment. 

We believe that children should have their child- 
Hood. There will be argument as to what kind of 
work and how much is good for them, and there 
will be reason. on both sides, but the exploitation 
of childhood in the industry of a country is bad for 
them and, consequently, bad for it. We believe 
children should have education and play and that 
people should see to it that their minds and their 
bodies have the chance which youth should have 
by right. 

Our sympathy with the protection of childhood 
is complete and as warm now as when we sup- 
ported the proposed amendment. But wé are con- 
vinced that a reform sought in a wrong way is the 
correction of one evi] by another, and the other 
evil may be greater. 

There are not many backward states in the han- 
dling of this question. There are some, and be- 
cause they are indifferent to childhood it is pro- | 
posed to coerce them through the federal constitu- 
tion. Illinois is not a backward state. Its child 
labor law prohibits the employment of children 
under 14 years of age and permits the employment 
of children under 16 only upon certain conditions 
which require a school record, proof of physical 
fitness and of age. 

The child thus employed must have had a cer- 
tain schooling, and the conditions under which he 
may work are guarded. If this law is not suffi- 
ciently protective it can be amended in the state 
legislature. We have heard no complaint of it, and 
it has been accepted as sufficient for the needs of 
this state. 


We have this power in Illinois to adjust the law 
to the requirements of the state. We cannot now 
tell Georgia or Texas or South Carolina what to 
do. It might be better for the children of some 
states temporarily if we did, but it is not a safe 
procedure in such a country as the United States. 
Eventually child labor will be corrected in all 
states. If it is not, the states will suffer and there 
will be developed within them a public sentiment 
which will force the change. It is by such méans 
that competent states are developed. They do not 
ccme from regulation given them from Washing- 
ton. The proposed:amendment to the federa] con- 
stitution gives congress the power to pass laws 
governing the employment of youth up to 18 years. 
Even if the principle were sound the advocates of 
the measure have extended. the power into an 
excess.

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WHAT IS A COLD? 
BE mucous of the membrane of 
ture. It is a mass of blood ves- 

sels capable of swelling and of 
constricting. Among these are enmeshed 
delicate nerves of sensation, capable of 
feeling pain, pressure, heat, cold, wet- 
ness and dryness, and also of sensing 
odors from the faintest to the strongest. 
Over the whole are very delicate epi- 
thelial cells so arranged as not to inter- 
fere much with the nerves and blood 
vessels lying just below. In addition to 
the other structures, there are giands 


| Which pour out mucus and water. This 


is an ideal arrangement for certain pur- 
poses. The nose is a thermometer, a 
hygrometer, and a kathathermometer. 
All of which sounds more formidabie 
than it is, for both the hygrometer and 
the kathathermometer are modifications 
of the thermometer.

If the feet get cold or wet, the mucous 
membrane of the nose swells and pours 
out water apd mucus. Other changes ih 
environmental influences change 
thickness of the membrane in the nose or 
otherwise register there.“ If the changes 
in the air change the membrane of the 
Lose beyond a certain point, sneezing 
results. The lining of the nose, there- 
fore, is constantly changing in thickness, 
in wetness, in, temperature, and in other 
ways. When it comes to being in a state 
of change or flux, it is like the mercury 
in the thermometer. Most every change 
in the air shows as a change in the l1n- 
ing, of the nose. Some people call these 
changes a cold; or a common cold; or a 
cold in the head. They are not. A cold 
is a different thing. It is an infection 
with some kind of a germ. 

Dr. Olitzky thinks he has found ‘the 
germ of colds. Maybe he has. Maybe 
the infection may be due to any one of 
severai kinds of germs. When health 
people and doctors talk ahout colds they 
mean 4 coryZa, or common cold which is 
attended by dryness of the nose, plus 
fever, backache, and maybe headache, 
and sometimes other symptoms.

physicians mean when they warn people 
to beware of colds. It is this kind of 
cola which leads to pneumonia, pleu- 
risy, brondhitis, and sometimes sore 
throat. As a rule, this kind of cold 
starts with a very dry, irrftated nose, 
and some fever, and generally aching. 
The dryness in the nose is followed by 
secretion of clear water, Next comes 
discharges of mucus and pts. In the 
meantime the fever and aching con- 
tinues. The next stage is sore throat. 
Most people, however. dévelop. bron- 
chitis without having sore throat. 

If the peoplé insist upon calling every 
discomfort of the nose a cold, perhaps 
the physicians should cali the infective 
disorder coryza. '

FOR GOVERNMENT AVIATION 
SCHOOLS. 

Chicago, Jan. 19 —England has adopted 
a plan whereby the government fur- 
nishes any sec.iion of the country so de- 
siring, with ships and competent instruc- 
tors, to teach their men aerial naviga- 
tion. It seems to me that a country like 
ours should likewise adopt such a policy, 
as I am positive there are plenty .of 
young men that would be only too glad 
to take advantage of it. 1, myself, have 
spent almost my entire life mastering 
the various troubles of tie internal com- 
bustion engine, which is the maingpring 
of the aeroplane, and it has always been 
my ambition to put this knowledge to use 
in aerial navigation. 

At the present, however, the only 
means a civilian has of receiving a thor- 
cugh course in aviation is through some 
private schools whose rates are prohibi- 
tive to ordinary wage earners. I can't 
understand why this vocation should be 
limited to the moneyed class, or regular 
military men. Therefore. [ feel that by 
having the government furnish ships and 
instructors, we coud build up a body ef 
reserve pilots that would be ready for 
immediate service if needed. 

The last war cost the air service many 
ships and. lives due te incompetent pilots 
developed in haste. This could have 
been avoided by well trained reserve 
pilots.

Anna Paviowa returned to some of 
her former ballets last night, appear- 
ing in “ Amarifia,” strictly a work of 
classic dancing, and “ Autumn Leaves,” 
to music by Chopin, which is about 
as near as she ever gets to the modern 
school of ballet. 

It is not in the least a disparage- 
ment of Pavlowa’s art to be forced to 
refer to her constantly as a classicist, 
since she stands so unquestionably at 
the head of the classicists. If there 
is anything in the lore of the classic 
dance, with its Franco-lItaliano-Russian 
parentage, with which she is not com- 
pletely conversant, that thing has not 
yet been brought to light. To a tech- 
nique which requires as much skill and 


’ delicacy as that of a violinist or sur- 


geon and the muscular effort of a lfe- 
time of the severest kind of athletic 
training, she adds personality, charm, 
and vitality which are Pavlowa’s and 
no one’s else. 

As a result, you come away from a 
Paviowa performance with a totally 
new idea of the plastic possibilities of 
the human body. Rather peculiarly,
